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A complete departure of starting players from the 
1964 ACAL and TOC championship team restricted Ells 
basketball hopes for 1965. But with drive, determination, 
and the coaching of Coach Ron Kamb, the Eagle cagers 
were able to overcome their inexperience to turn in 
another successful Ells basketball season. 

Practice wins over Clayton Valley and St. Ignatius 
(who both went on to play in this year’s TOC) and a one 
point loss to Montgomery, began the season for the Ells 
cage team, led by such unknowns as David Farr, Louis 
Wright, Frank Byias, Dave Dayton, Leonard Farr, and 
Gary Lucas. Then came the St. Elizabeth Invitational 
Tournament. The team earned a finals berth by beating 
Lowell and St. Elizabeth in the preliminaries, but dropped 
the decisive contest 51-46 to 1965 TOC winner Fremont. 
Along with the second place trophy, Ells walked off with 
the rooting section award and placed two Eagles, Louis 
Wright and David Farr, on the All-Tourney team. 

League play started with an 80-57 rout of Encinal. 
A 56-53 loss to Richmond dampened team spirit, but not 
for long as the “’birds’’ went on to win the remainder of 
their first half games, tying Richmond for the league lead. 
The second half was a duplicate of the first except for a 
loss to Berkeley, and the end of the season found an 
““inexperienced’’ Eagle quintet second only to Richmond 
in the ACAL. 

Post-season action saw our Eagles bounce back from 
a disheartening first game defeat to bring home the 
Consolation trophy from the Gridley Invitational Tourna- 
ment. The selection of ACAL Scoring Leader David Farr 
for the Gridley All-Star team and the nomination of 
Louis Wright and the Farrs to All-City and AIl-ACAL 
teams, capped the season for the Ells team which became 
good enough to receive honorable mention in the State.
